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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of the species of Figure 5 in the reply filed on 
November 20, 2009 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the special technical 
features have not been explicitly stated, nor how the species are mutually exclusive. This is not 
found persuasive because careful review of the Restriction Requirement demonstrates two 
species exist: Figure 5 and 7. As required, the Examiner listed claims readable on the respective 
species, i.e. mutually exclusivity, which in turn, the Examiner deems to be the special technical 
features. The citation to In re Stern docs not apply in Restriction Requirements. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim 17 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "crescent shape" in claims 21-22 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
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be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

on page 2, last paragraph is improper. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: the recitation "wed" in 
line 4 should read — web — . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable an> person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the 
inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The specification lacks an adequate written description of the invention. There is no 
support as to how the "crescent shape" may be incorporated with the rings 9 and/or discs 10. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 12-16, 18-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Donaldson in view of Applicants' Admitted Prior Art Figure 1 (APA). 
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Donaldson discloses all the claimed limitations except an inner jacket with ring and disc 
baffles. Note Figure 2 of Donaldson discloses baffle 37 having a zigzag perimeter contour and a 
web. 

APA discloses a tube bundle heat exchanger comprising an outer jacket 8 defining a 
channel having an axis 6 housing a tube bundle 2 including a plurality of tubes 3 and an inner 
jacket 7 with a ring 9 and disc 10 baffle for the purpose of plumbing the shell side fluid at a 
common end thereof and achieving a desired heat transfer, respectively. 

Since Donaldson and APA are both from the same field of endeavor and/or analogous art, 
the purpose disclosed by APA would have been recognized in the pertinent art of Donaldson. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to employ in Donaldson an inner jacket with a ring and disc baffle for the 
purpose plumbing the shell side fluid at a common end thereof and achieving a desired heat 
transfer, respectively as recognized by APA. As evidenced by Figures 15 and 16 of Magari et al 
and Figures 4 and 5 of Cameron et al (5,615,738), the segmented baffles of Donaldson and ring 
and disc baffles of APA are obvious variants of one another. 

Regarding claims 13 and 16, Figure 2 of Donaldson discloses the ring web of baffle 37 is 
substantially constant over the perimeter contour and is read as an "undulating shape." 

Regarding claims 14-15, the specific web width is considered to be an obvious design 
choice, producing no new and/or unexpected results and solving no stated problem. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would employ any web width to achieve a desired tube support strength. 

Regarding claims 18-19, APA discloses a plurality of pairs of concentric inner jackets 7 
and outer jackets 8 with rings 9 and discs 10 baffles. 
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Regarding claim 20, Donaldson discloses straight tubes 35 and APA discloses U-tubes 3. 
Regarding claim 23, Figure 2 of Donaldson discloses the bores 40 of baffle 37 are in a 
triangular pattern. 

Conclusion
